42 Years Local Church History 


(Contributed) 

St. Andrew's Church is the union 
‘uf two Reclesiastical streams that 
came together in 1922, on April 10— 
Grace Methodist Ohurch and St. An- 
drew’s Presbyterian Church. 

Before 1891 there were only two or 
three families here; but the next 
year an influx of settlers began as 
‘any as sixty covered wagons be- 
ing seen on the Trail in one day. 
For several years they could scarcely 
Taise anything for sale, and condi- 
tions were difficult. Log houses ‘were 
built.” The first dwellings were log 
huts, one occupied by Jake Dolmage, 
first Postmaciter, on a site in front 
of that occupied now by the Adelphi 
Hotel. The other was-that of John 
Barnett, on the site of the present 
manse. 

The carliest missionary work was 
done by Rev. John Nelson, who re- 
#ided northwest of Lacombe. The

edist. student, Mr. Parrish, who had 
servicesi‘in ‘the old freight shed. By- 
erybody, irrespective of creed, at- 
tended these services. Albout the 
same time, in 1892, a Presbyterian 
student, J. S. Mundrew, came from 
Olds to hold services periodically . 

The first ordained Methodist 
preacher was Rev. E. J. Chegwin. 
He onganized a congregation in 1893 
with a communion roll of twenty. Of 
these, only E. Matthias, Blackfalds, 
end Percy Switzer, are still in the 
district. His circuit embraced Black- 
falds, Chigwell, Spriceville and north 
of Red Deer. Later, Bentley, Lake- 
side, ‘Canyon, Central and Spring 
Valley were added, and a student 
assisted him, The Methodist Church 
was opened for worship on Septem- 
her 16th, 1894. Mr. Chegnwin did a 
great deal of the work on the church 
building, and most of the work on 
the parsonage, which was built be- 
zid2 the Church. 

Among the early stewards were 
C. T.. Daykin and G. R. Jamieson. 
By May 1901 the membership had 
increased to 174, and Milton, Wolf 
Creek, Blindman, Rimbey were added 
to the circuit. 

Rev. E. Michener, now Senator 
Michener, succeeded Mr; Chegwin in 
1897, Rev. H. G. Cairns came in 
1901. Rev. W. B. Chegwin, couzin 
of E. J., came in 1002, and Rev. A. 
Barn2s, now Superintendent of In- 
dian Missions came in 1908. He 
drove from Saskatoon with a buggy 
Tt took him ten 
| dare, He had the oversight of ter- 
|ritory from Bentley to the Saskatch- 
jewan border. 

The growth of the church reached 
its peak in 1905, when Rev. H. E. 
Gordon was pastor. Lacombe was 
booming then, settlers were pouring 
in, and business was good. There 
was talk of a mew church. The en- 
rollment of the Sunday School was 
153, and the church was ~ crowded. 
During 1907, and 1908, 123-were add- 
ed to the Roll, which was the largest 
increase in the history of the church. 

The plans for a new church were 
not carried out, but an enlargement 
was made, and the church was fit- 
ted with electric light, and redecor- 
ated. 

Rev. Thos. Powell came in 1908. 
During his time union services were 
begun during t summer months 
with the Presbyterians: Rev. F. 
W. Locke succeeded him in 1912, but 
stayed for only one year. He was 
succeeded by Rev. E. T. Scrage 
who wis followed in 1916 by Rev. 
Wm. Hollingsworth. 


In 1917 an approach towards un- 
ion was made to the Presbyterians. 
In 1921, Rew. J. G. Rogers came, 
under whom Union took place. 

The Presbyterian congregation was 
ganized in November 1892, by Rev. 
James Robertson, Superintendent of 
Missions, in the houxe of Hiram F. 
Flewelling . The first subscription

Rev. John Fernie began his work 
on June ilth, 1893. Only three of 
the first communion rcll now sur- 


vive. Mrs. Samuel Green, Mrs. H. 
A. Day and H. F. Flewelling, who 
moved last year to B.C. Mrs. Day 
was the first organist. The first 
Session was composed of H. F. 
Flewelling, Samuel Green, R..- 8. 
Cairns and William Burris, who wee 
clerk for many years. 

Mr. Fernie held his first services 
in the log schoolhouse, opposite 
where the Creamery now stands. He 
supplied Spruceville, Fairview, Tur- 
ville, Blindmian and Milton. Alt first 

union Sundiay school was held. In 
1895 there was a separation and 
Samuel Green was the finst Superin- 
tendent, 
In February 1896, it was decided 
to build a church 26 x 38, to cost 
about $1275.00. Lots were secured 
from Ed. Barnett on Barnett Ave. 
Sam Waitt, Robt. McNaughton, D.C, 
Gourlay and D. M. Cannon worked 
upon the building. The church was 
vpened on October 11th, 1895. Mr. 
succeeded in October 
1897 by Rev. Matthew Whilte, who 
remained for twenty-one years. 

A Manse was built early in 1908 
on Day St., which coet about $1700. 

During 1906 and 1907, when the 
country was rapidly filling up with 
settlers, the matter of a new church 
was discussed. A splendid offer wae 
made for the church site on Barnett 
Ave., which was accepted. Tenders 
for $8,225.00 were accepted for a 
new church, which was’ completed in 
1908, and which is now used by the 
United Church congregation. The 
Young People’s Society bought the 
bell at a cost of $120.00 and helped 
pey for a piano. 

In the Spring of 1917 Mr. White 
received the degree of Doctor of Di- 
vinity from Robertson. College. He 
rezigned on April 2lst, 1918. He 
received the hearty commendation of 
the Presbyitery for his long services. 

Rev. A, T. Barr, now Dr. Barr, 
was inducted on Aug. 7, 1918, and 

ined until June 16th, 1921. He 
was succeeded “by Rev. W. Gordon 
Firth, who begian his dutties in-Sept. 
1921, 

The queston of local union with 
the Methodist congregation had been 
discussed ait different time» for sev- 
eral years. Finally during the win- 
ter of 1922, committees were ap- 
Pointed in the two churches and met 
to discuss the matter. 

On. March 30th, the vote was taken 
sn each each congregation. In St. 
‘Andrew’s church. it was unanimous. 
On April 10th, a union was consum- 
mated in which the two congrega- 
tions united under the Ministry of 
Mr. Firth. Mr. Rogers was! to re- 
main until the end of June. 

Mr. Firth’s ministery in the Unit- 
ed charge was very fruitful and large 
numbers were added to the church. 
Unfortunately, he was not long spar- 
ed for his work. On March 10th, 
1924, after a brief illness in the Hos- 
pital, he was calléd to higher ser- 
vice. 

On August ist, 1924, Rev. R. B. 
Layton was inducted as minister. In 
1922 the Manse was sold and a new 
Louse was leased as a manse. ‘This 
was purchaced by the congregation 
in April 1925 at a cost of $6000.00. 
In 1932 the church was redecorated 
through the generosity of the Ladies’ 
Guild. 

From the very beginning of ‘the 
work of the two churches, the Lad- 
ies’ organidations have. played <- 
large part, and have undertaken 
splendid services for the church. The 
Missionary Societies have kept alive 
a splendid missionary spirit. 

During the past ten years there 
save been 184 baptisms, 154 addi- 
tions to the membership roll, and 
225 marriages. There is now 
Sunday school with an enrollment of 
190, four ©.G.1.T. groups of about

Spectacular always, in suc- 
cess as in defeat, his is perhaps the most amazing personality in its very 
contradictions of a generation replete with outstanding figures. 

To-day, in the quieter nooks of political life, the old fires burn dim— 
but they still burn. The flash of those “Limehouse” days which added a 
word to the English language is recalled, ever and anon, as he asseverates 
warnings and behests a heedless world heeds not. From the couch of the 
prophet, or the. desk of the mentor, he sallies, occasionally, to guide and to 
counsel those who, caught in the full flood of the stream, pay little atten- 
tion to what adumbrates the stiller eddies of the backwaters.’ In sickness 
or in health, one word of contumely brings the old fires forth. Jove still 
can thunder—objurgations!

If he were asked what is his fondest recollection 
over all those years, undoubtedly, his answer would be; it had been given 
him to retain the respect, the loyalty, the confidence and the affection of 
his own constituency of Carnarvon, That is, perhaps, the most amazing 
feature of his amazing record. For forty-four years hg has enjoyed the 
unbroken loyalty of his constituents.

Surely no man ‘could 
ask more. That is the mead of his service and the gauge of his success.

Mr. Alden, whose enormous vol- 
ume of writings for the Eagle in- 
cluded editorials and paragraph com- | 
ments, started his daily poems while 
he was assistant city editor of the 
newspaper. For twenty-five years | 
they appeared over the initials “J. | 
A.", but for the last five years, at the | 
insistance of hig editorial colleagues, 
Mr. Alden signed the poems with his 
full name, 

On infrequent oceasions his poem 
was left out of the paper becausé of 
mechanical difficulties or other exig- 
encies, but the next day two poems 
would appear. 

Ten years ago fifty of Mr. Alden’s 
associates on the Eagle gave a din- 
ner for him on the twentieth anni- 
versary of the start of his editorial 
page verses, There Mr. Alden, giv- 
ing “a veteran's address to younger 
men on the staff,”’ said: 

‘If you want to be 100 per cent, 
efficient when you are nearing sixty- 
five, live; don’t merely vegetate while 
you are young. Remember your ex- 
periences and above all things keep 
your enthusiasms. 

“Shut your ears when any one 
tells you that newspapering is just 
buying of braing and white paper and 
selling editions and advertising 
space.

When vic- 
tory dawned in the laboratory, there 
followed milling and baking tests in 
which the Universities of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba and the 
laboratories of the Dominion Board 
of Grain Commissioners were called 
into help. ‘ 

The careful men of science now 
state that a wheat has been develop- 
ed which ig practically as good as 
the Marquis and Reward. All tests 
so far have been within the orbit of 
laboratories. This season will see 
these tests widened to include com- 
mercial concerns. The new wheat 
will not be distributed until it is’ cer- 
tain that it can “take it” with the 
farmer as well as under the sheltered 
conditions of the experiments. How- 
ever, it has been discovered that as 
well ag being resistant to rust, the 
new variety is also better able to 
withstand other diseases such as 
smut than are the varieties now in 
the field. . 

Incidently it should not be forgot- 
‘ten that as well as the agricultural- 
ists, the scientists of the Rust Re- 
search Laboratory and of the prairie 
universities are open to congratula- 
tions, Their victory is not only of 
enormous practical value but it is 
victory in the world of knowledge 
and an outstanding one, both on ac- 
count of the numbers in other places 
on the continent who are engaged in 
this research, but also because of the 
team work displayed among the 
“players” and of the devotion for 
“the side.”” The total cost of the 
whole thing is given ag $250,000. As 
a matter of fact, this does not in- 
clude what the universities have con- 
tributed in time and devotion and 
what the scientists themselves have 
contributed in interest of the kind 
that cannot be bought.-—Winnipeg 
Free Press.
